In Plans For SSC Construction 


By DIX McGUIRE 

Under legislative consideration 
for construction on campus are 
a separate women’s gymnasium 
and an outside aquatic facility, 
the construction of which is to 
begin in the summer of 1960. One 
Olympic size swimming pool, 
measuring 42 by 75 feet, with a 
depth of 3 feet 6 inches to 10 feet 
6 inches will be designed to ac- 
commodate all NCAA - approved 
meets. 

A second pool, 30 by 60 feet, 
will provide diving and water- 
polo facilities. Three diving 
boards, two of them one meter in 
height and the other three meters, 
will be constructed for this pool. 
As an additional feature for those 
who like to start their swimming 
early in the season, the pools 
will be heated. 

Women's Gym Planned 

The wemen’'s gym will he con- 
structed adjacent to and north of 
the existing men’s gym. The new 
facility will provide a large area 
for basketball, badminton, volley- 


ball and gymnastics, a modern 
dance studio, an elementary 
methods classroom, and locker 


room facilities for 500 students. 

Aithouch still merely in the 
plannnin’ stage, further con- 
struction is being requested in 
the 1960-61 budget which will 
produce an astonishing degree of 
change upon the face of the 
campus. Projects tentatively 
scheduled for financing next year 
are an art and nome economics 
addition, a science addition, a 
student health building aeldition, 
a home management house, and 
an outdoor physical education 
facility 

The science addition will ad- 
join the existing life-science build- 
ing ang wifl contain specialized 
instructional and auxiliary facili- 
ties for the anthropology, pho- 
tography, life science and nursing 
programs.

are an elevated seating area and 
separate laboratories for crafts,

This building will prob- 
ably be a two story structure be- 
tween the present art building 
and the home economics unit. 

A home management house to 
be occupied by majors in home 
economics will be located in the 
residence hall area of the campus. 
Women students will actually live 
in the house under the super- 
vision and guidance of an in- 
structor and will manage their 
own activities, such as planning 
meals and household budgeting. 

Infirmary Provided 

The student health building ad- 
dition will provide facilities for 
student infirmary care. An in- 
firmary program is necessitated 
by the presence of residence hall 
students on the campus. This 
building will contain one and two 
bed bedrooms and will serve all

What's in a Name ? 


Today's election to fill Associated Students offices for 
the 1959-60 academic year és in reality, an election in name 
only. 

With four of the five available positions being uncon- 
tested, voters can hardly be expected to exercise their choice 
in who will represent them in student government next 
college year. 

This, in an institution where so much controversy has 
been waged over student government during the past few 
months, would lead to the rather obvious conclusion that 
student apathy has no doubt reached the ultimate. 

However, it is gratifying to realize that the highest 
position in the government, that of student body president, 
apparently still provides enough of a challenge that three 
people were sufficiently interested to seek it. 

It is apparent that the voters have only one decision 
to make in the selection of next year’s student officers and 
that results from the presidency being the only contested 
race. 

In view of this fact, students next college year will un- 
doubtedly have occasion to find fault with the new leaders 
because they feel they aren’t being adequately represented 
on the student council, but let it be pointed out that the fault 
rests with the students themselves.

‘There is only one real question 
concerning student government, 
and that is how are decisions to 
be made and on what grounds? 
Every decision is, of course, a 
value judgment and if issues are 
to be resolved in any adequate 
manner it must be clear what 
the basic assumption is behind 
every choice. 

If the election of officers for 
the student body is a problem 
for the voters, it is a problem 
which in the past has been caused 
by a real lack of alternatives to 
choose between. If a reasoned 
choice must be made, it can best 
be made if there are a variety 
of programs and principles pre- 
sented by the candidates. 

A basic principle is a funny 
thing. You can play around with 
it and try to define it, but you 
can never ignore it. If a person 
adopts a basic principle, all ac- 
tions must be held accountable 
to this fact. If an organization 
is committed to a basic principle 
or goal, then all its actions are 
held accountable to this fa’ 

If the issue for this ele uon 
is to be a basic principle every 
person must understand just 
what it means, and just what 
conclusions follow from its adop- 
tion. Never make the mistake of 
judging the person without judg- 
ing the principle, and if you re- 
ject the principle, reject the per- 
son 

To assume that the respousi- 
bility of the voter ends at the 
polls is a false conclusion. For a 
principle to work, not only the 
elected representatives but the 
students must be equally com- 
mitted to its validity. Unless 
every person is willing to work 
to see the program developed, it 
is no use to elect an officer who 
promises to contribute his time 
and energy to this goal. 

This essentially is a plea: don't 
vote for me unless you are com- 
mitted to the principle which I 
propose. If you aren't willing to 
werk to see this accomplished, if 
in any way you find this unde- 
sirable, reject it. Judge the issue 
on its merits, but be sure of the 
alternatives, and be aware of 
what follows from the principle. 
What I propose is a fundamental 
concept, and although ail things 
are grey rather than black or 
white, if you have any doubt, 
reject it. 

No institution can satisfy all 


the wishes of its members. SSC. 


is in this situation. Everyone 
would like something done, but 
not everything can be done. A 
choice must be made. I propose 
one possible basis for that choice. 
The basic assumption is this: 
that it should be the primary 
aim of the student body to sup- 
port activities which develop the 


mind of the student. All ques- 
tions of policy, all decisions 
should be refered to this basic 


assumy tion. 

It is often said that everyone 
agrees to a theory but very few 
agree to the application. I sug- 
gest an application of this prin- 
ciple should include some of the 
fololwing: 

1) The establishment of a 
scholarship program for out- 
standing students. 

2) The publication of worthy 
research papers by faculty 
or students, to be sold for 
cost. 

3) An increase in the convoca- 
tion speaker’s fund. Sup- 
port for various Division 
Forums. 

4) Funds to support gifts of 

books to the library. 

The support of academic 
research projects and trips, 
perhaps as a correlary to 
the scholarship program. 
The support of the current 
attempt to establish and 
maintain an effective honor

7) Above all, general involve- 
ment in the academic life of 
the school, 
These are only a start, but

they do cost money and the ques- 
tion is where does this money 
come from. It should be noted 
that this matter will require a 
re-consideration of all financial 
expenditures. Specifically I sug- 
gest these areas: 

1) A general revision of the 
social activity budget; removing 
student body support from ac- 
tivities which can be handled by 
the organizations participating 
(i.e., Senior Ball and Fun Fair). 

2) Consideration of the piace 
of inter-coliegiate athletics in the 
college environment, and the ap- 
propriate financial support. 

These proposals change the 
status quo, but to see any change 
as being a complete revolution is 
absurd. No one is out to “get” 
any particular department or ac- 
tivity. But a choice must be made, 
and as it stands now there is no 
basis for this choice. What I 
propose is the adoption of a 
standard of reference, a basic 
principle. It is to these ends that 
I would direct my activity. 

1) The only legitimate grounds 

of choosing a candidate. 

2) The choice | offer

vote for me 

What is needed is a unifying 
concept to direct student activity. 
The patch-work concept of what 
ASSSC should do can only be 
replaced by a basic. yard-stick 
to measure action

For the past three years that 
I have been attending SSC, the 
one singular thing ‘nat has most 
impressed me has been the tre- 
mendous growin of the college. 
Not only bas it grown in plant 
size but it has also grown enroil- 
ment wise. The one problem 
which has been with the college 
since it was founded has been 
providing effective student gov- 
ernment. Each year finds many 
new problems solved but just as 
many created. 

As a candidate for student body 
president, I look forward to next 
year fully realizing that it too 
will be full of many problems 
which must be faced and solved.

Here is a group which can be- 
come the nucleus of that much 
desired collegiate atmosphere, 
but to do so will require coordi- 
nation and leadership 

The danger arises that the Stu- 
dent Council will become a me- 
chanical organization that is ad- 
ministering to the interests of 
studer's who have long since de- 
parte 3y that I mean that Stu- 
dent Council must be aware of 
the changing interests of the 
students, I believe continued use 
of the student forum is one means 
of detecting student interest. Per- 
haps a poll or survey of student 
interests would be helpful. 

Particularly important to stu- 
dent government is the problem 
of expanding the scope of serv- 
ices of the ASSSC. For example, 
more can be done with the rela- 
tions between the administration 
and the students. I mean Student 
Council should have a more posi- 
tive role in determining adminis- 
tration policy which affect the 
students. 

Those briefly are some of the

I support: mandatory —§ student 
body cards because: 1) I feel that 
no President can adequately fur- 
ther his program without suffi- 
cient financial backing. 2) the 
universal fee is a more demo- 
cratic situation enabling the 
student association to provide 
greater opportunities for more 
student participation in a wider 
range of activities at a lower cost 
per student. 3) it equalizes the 
burden upon the students and 
does not encourage a large num- 
ber te ride undemocratically on 
the backs of others. 4) enables a 
sound basis of operation for the 
Associated Students and allows 
for reasonable, logical budgeting 
and planning. Long-term commit- 
ments would be virtually impos- 
sible to make without the univer- 
sal fee. 5) it unifies the student 
body, giving equal opportunity 
for participation to everyone, 
Thus a program by and for ALL 
the students. 

I propose a re-investigation of 
the purchasing power of the 
ASSSC membership card and ac- 
quiring cut rates for the students 
outside the college domain. 

I plan to have a sound fiscal 
policy based on needs of the ac- 
tivity and participation by the 
students. 

I propose that SSC sponsor a 
Camellia Week and Cameliia 
Dance in conjunction with Sacra- 
mento’s annual Camellia Festi- 
val. 

My opposition has presented 
two views 1) a negative approach 
to student government and its 
benefits as a social and cultural 
factor in their development of the 
student body. 2) a straddle-the- 
fence candidate who has stated 
that the “polls and attitudes and 
opinions’ of the students wi’! 
form his platform. From experi- 
ence, as well as a basic know- 
ledge of the role of leadership, 
these positions are ineffective. 

I firmly believe that the bal- 
anced program of social, athletic, 
and cultural activities is a neces- 
sary part of the whole of educa- 
tion. The physical body, the in- 
teliect, and the social graces are 
equitable necessities in the devel~ 
opment of an individual. The de-~ 
sign of the academic classroom 
provides for the  intellectuat 
growth of the student; let's leave 
the student association as a pro-~ 
moting factor developing the phy- 
sical -social-—cultural growth of 
the individual,
